NEW  MEDICAL  HORIZONS 


■ Presbyterian-Sl.  Luke’s  $18,500,000  Development 
Program,  launched  last  year  to  give  Chicago  and  the 
Middle  West  one  of  the  nation’s  leading  teaching 
hospitals,  is  moving  rapidly  and  inevitably  ahead  on 
two  important  fronts— construction  and  fund-raising. 

The  last  steel  girder  for  the  new  13-floor,  com- 
pletely air-conditioned  pavilion  at  the  West  Side 
Medical  Center  was  swung  into  place  early  in  August. 
The  brickwork  is  now  nearing  completion.  This  thor- 
oughly modern  structure,  which  will  house  500  pa- 
tient beds,  administrative  offices  and  many  other 
facilities,  is  currently  scheduled  for  occupancy  in  the 
spring  of  1959. 

FUND-RAISING  DRIVE  85%  COMPLETED 

A total  of  about  $6,350,000  in  contributions  and 
pledges  has  been  raised  since  the  fund-raising  cam- 
paign started  a year  ago.

HOSPITALS  MERGED  IN  1956 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s,  organized  in  April,  1956, 
through  the  consolidation  of  two  of  Chicago’s  oldest 
and  best  known  hospitals,  St.  Luke’s  and  Presbyterian, 
will  provide  the  following  facilities  at  one  location: 
a modern,  well-equipped  hospital,  a professional 
building  for  staff  doctors,  an  expanded  outpatient 
clinic,  essential  to  the  care  of  the  indigent  sick  and 
to  medical  education,  a school  of  nursing  second  to 
none,  and  a building  specifically  devoted  to  labora- 
tories for  research  and  service.  Plans  also  call  for  a new 
apartment  budding  for  personnel  and  remodeling  of 
present  Presbyterian  Hospital  buildings. 

Integration  of  all  these  buildings  and  services  within 
a few  square  blocks  and  in  close  proximity  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine,  with  which 
the  hospital  has  strong  teaching  ties,  will  be  invaluable 
to  students  as  well  as  physicians  and  surgeons.

To  Board  off  Trustees 


■ Three  distinguished  Chicago  business  men  — 
Gaylord  A.  Freeman,  Jr.,  David  M.  Kennedy  and 
Brooks  McCormick  — were  recently  named  to  the 
hospital  Board  of  Trustees. 

Mr.  Freeman,  who  is  a Vice-President  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Chicago,  is  currently  on  leave  of 
absence  as  a consultant  to  the  U.  S.  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Kennedy  is  President  of  the  Continental 
Illinois  National  Bank  & Trust  Co.  and  Mr.  Mc-

■ September  18  will  be  a red-letter  day  for  200  fresh- 
man student  nurses  registering  at  the  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.  The  day  will  be 
equally  significant  for  older  students,  faculty,  hospital 
employees  and  many  friends  of  the  institution. 

Until  dormitory  and  educational  facilities  of  the 
residence  at  1743  W.  Harrison  Street  have  been  ex- 
panded, the  school  will  operate  at  both  the  Presby- 
terian and  St.  Luke’s  sites.  The  new  class  will  be  dis- 
tributed between  each  division,  where  upperclassmen 
currently  are  completing  their  respective  educational 
programs.  Development  plans  schedule  completion  of 
enlarged  facilities  by  September,  1958.  A gift  of  $300,- 
000  from  the  Robert  R.  McCormick  Charitable  Trust 
will  contribute  to  this  expansion  program. 

DEVELOP  NEW  CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAM 

When  Miss  Edith  D.  Payne  was  appointed  Director 
of  the  Nursing  Department  in  July,  1956,  she  activated 
planning  for  merging  the  two  hospital  schools.  Facul- 
ties were  coordinated  to  develop  a curriculum  and 
promote  recruitment.  At  a luncheon,  with  Dr.  Karl  S. 
Klicka,  Director  of  the  hospital,  presiding,  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Nursing  Coun- 
cils, Hospital  Administration,  Medical  Staffs,  alumnae 
and  faculty  discussed  their  particular  interests  in 
nursing  education.  From  these  various  concepts,  a 
working  committee  developed  the  “Education  and 
Nurse-Internship”  proposal  subsequently  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  Nursing  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

The  student  will  devote  two  years  to  instruction  and 
clinical  experience.  Then,  as  a salaried  nurse-interne 
(living  outside  the  dormitory) , she  will  complete  her 
program  in  a planned  rotation  of  general  staff  duty 
and  education  experience.  Faculty  committees  have 
developed  this  curriculum  plan  to  provide,  closely 


coordinated  learning  and  experience  in  general  and 
nursing  education. 

The  freshman  student  immediately  begins  to  learn 
fundamentals  and  techniques  of  nursing  care  and  basic 
principles  of  natural  science,  social  science,  psychology 
and  communication  as  they  apply  in  her  laboratory 
practice  and  supervised  experience  in  the  hospital. 
Early  in  the  first  quarter,  she  is  assigned  to  elementary 
and  supervised  work  with  patients.  After  six  months, 
the  student  nurse  begins  her  sequence  of  specialized 
experience  in  Medical-Surgical,  Psychiatric  and  Oper- 
ating Room  Nursing  and  Maternal  and  Child  Care.

At  Both  Hospitals 

■ Fifty-six  new  interns  from  medical  schools  in  all 
sections  of  the  nation  and  12  foreign  lands  were  ap- 
pointed to  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  house  staffs  in 
July.

Closed-Circuit  Color  System 
Aid  to  Medical  Teaching 


■ Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s,  destined  to  become  one  of 
the  nation’s  outstanding  teaching  hospitals,  will  count 
heavily  on  television  as  a vital  educational  tool.  New 
elosed-circuit,  color  TV  equipment,  placed  in  service 
recently  at  St.  Luke’s,  will  be  moved  to  the  new 
pavilion  at  the  West  Side  Medical  Center  when  the 
building  is  completed. 

Donated  by  the  St.  Luke’s  Woman’s  Board  and 
developed  by  Dage  Television  Division  of  Thompson 
Products,  Inc.,  the  system  is  the  first  such  installation 
in  the  Midwest.  It  enables  medical  students  in  the 
classroom  to  have  an  immediate,  critical,  color  view 
of  operations  while  details  are  explained  by  the  sur- 
geon or  an  instructor. 

Two  cameras  are  used.  One  is  a three-vidicon  unit 
which  provides  close-ups  of  operations  in  color.  The 
other,  which  is  black  and  white  with  a wide-angle  lens, 
orients  the  audience  to  the  operating  room,  the 
operating  team  and  equipment. 

The  three-vidicon  camera  can  be  moved  in  three 
directions  and  rotated  by  an  operator,  located  in  a 
special  remote-control  observation  room  at  the  rear  of 
the  amphitheatre.  It  looks  over  the  surgeon’s  shoulder, 
but  does  not  get  in  his  way.  A microphone,  mounted 
on  the  camera,  carries  the  surgeon’s  remarks  to  the 
students  and  to  the  camera  operator.  ■

Telecast  Originates  Here 

■ Diagnostic  and  therapeutic  advances  in  liver  disease 
were  discussed  by  a panel  of  eminent  clinicians  in  the 
recent  fifth  “Grand  Rounds”  closed-circuit  telecast  for 
practicing  physicians.  Surgical  portions  of  the  nation- 
wide symposium  originated  at  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

An  estimated  37,000  doctors,  gathered  in  theatres 
and  auditoriums  in  55  cities,  witnessed  the  telecast.  It 
was  made  possible  by  the  Upjohn  Co.,  manufacturer 
of  pharmaceuticals,  in  cooperation  with  the  University 
of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine  and  its  affiliate, 
Presbyterian  Hospital.
